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Applicant's arguments dated April 14, 2005 has been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

In the remarks, Applicant argues, in substance, that (1) Law does not teach managing statistical information between a l_AN terminal and 
another LAN terminal, (2) Law does not teach setting QoS based on measured statistical information. 

As to point (1) Applicant is arguing features which are not claimed, specifically a client is a LAN terminal. Applicant is employing broad 
language with the recitation of "LAN terminal" and will be treated as such. The Office construes the term "LAN Terminal" as "a computer 
communicatively connected to a network", which encompasses a server. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 

As to point (2) in view of the response to point (1) and further that at col. 5, lines 10-20, Law does, in fact disclose settign QoS which the 
ATM network ought to guarantee. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 
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
